This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

Species 1, claims 1-9 and 18-22 are directed to performing virtualization by executing 
instructions from an instruction streams during a single virtualization event. 

Species 2, claims 10-17 are directed to performing virtualization for determining whether a hash 
of block instructions matches a hash value in an address table. 

Species 3, claims 23-25 are directed to a virtualization event dispatcher including an instruction 
interpreter unit and an instruction scanning unit to designate additional instruction in an 
instruction block. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
